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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1 . The amendment filed 1 1/30/2006 will not be entered because it would prompt at 
least one new ground of rejection. Specifically, claim 51 has been amended to specify 
both a "second catalyst compound" and "second catalyst component," and it cannot be 
determined whether these two features are two separate entities, or whether applicants 
are using different descriptors for the same entity. This issue is significant particularly in 
view of the issue regarding the difference between "component" and "compound" which 
formed the basis of prior rejections under 35 USC 1 12. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/30/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants argue that the reference fails to disclose the required 
supporting of the first and second catalyst compounds on a common support. This 
argument is not persuasive because, as previously stated, a non-zero amount of at 
least one of the two metallocenes will adsorb to the surface of the supported Ziegler 
catalyst. The surface of the supported ZN catalyst comprises a wide array of surface 
sites of varying polarity and reactivity which may serve as adsorption sites for at least a 
non-zero amount of at least one of the two metallocenes with which the supported ZN 
catalyst is in intimate admixture. Furthermore, the depositing of metallocenes on 
supported ZN catalysts is commonly known in the art, and therefore it is well 
established that these components have adsorption affinity for each other. Applicants'

argument, which implies that the adsorption equilibria between the ZN surface and each 
of two metallocenes in solution is zero , is not reasonable.
